Making the Kitchen a 
Liveable Room 


Since the housewife spends so 
much of her time in the kitchen, it 
should he as convenient as possible. 
as well as inviting, comfortable anil 
sanitary. 
The kitchen is a place 
where food is to be prepared, a 
food work shop. 
It cannot be san­ 
itary nor inviting either, for the 
matter, if it is used as a laundry 
room or place for trash and refuse. 
The kitchen should, if possible, be 
placed on the northeast or north­ 
west part of the house. This loca­ 
tion secures for the housewife, a 
shady place in which to work dur­ 
ing the long, 
tiresome 
morning 
hours. 
By the time the sun gets 
around to the kitchen windows, she 
has finished with her kitchen work 
and is ready to go into other parts 
of the home. This particular com ­ 
er is usually the lightest and most 
cheerful of all. 
The room should have at least 
two good-sized windows. As much 
light as possible should be allowed 
to enter, as the* kitchen should be 
sunny and inviting. 
These windows should be large, 
enough 
to 
admit 
the 
required 
amount of fresh air in 
order 
to 
make the room comfortable. 
If 
possible two windows should be op­ 
posite one another, so the air of the 
room will lie kept in circulation. If 
the square-style of kitchen, which 
is preferred above all others, is 
built, ample room can be found for 
at least two attractive windows on 
the north side of the house. 
Adequate artificial 
lighting is 
very important, especially in the 
storage places, like the cellar and 
pantry. 
Just recently it has been 
realized how important it is to have 
an electric light over 
the 
stove. 
Hence the most modern kitchens in­ 
clude this small detail, which adds 
so much to the convenience of the 
work shop. 
In considering the lightness and 
cheerfulness of the 
kitchen,

must not forget the wails. 
It has 
been proven that painted walls are 
tho best. They can easily be clean­ 
ed with soap and water and can be 
tinted over with practically no ex­ 
pense.
